Moisture content and 
face quality inspected against rigid standards. 

CORE— White Fir from Western forests, kiln dried and inspected 
for moisture content, caliper, and grade to rigid requirements.

RIBS— %" Rigid industrial fibreboard (White Fir on special order 
only). Fibreboard ribs cambered into pre-stressed position 
in the frame and passed through glue spreaded as integral 
part of frame. Rib spacing 3" on center. 

ADHESIVE-Water resistant adhesives are mixed and spread by 
automatic equipment, and are constantly checked for mix 
consistency, and amount of spread by our company and glue 
manufacturers' engineers. 

CONSTRUCTION— Wood parts are precision fabricated, placed in 
automatic positioning jigs, and power-stapled with specially 
designed air staplers and high strength steel staples carefully 
countersunk and positioned out of the way for trimming 
and fitting. All frame and rib members are carefully posi- 
tioned to close tolerances to allow perfect registry of pres- 
sure in the pressing operation, assuring uniform pressure 
on each door. 

TRIMMING— Doors are automatically trimmed on our own spe- 
cially designed equipment utilizing the finest high-speed 
carboloy saws and knives; faces are sanded and edges 
dressed for final excellence.

HOGANY, ASH, BIRCH, SHINA, BEECH, WALNUT, OAK, and in Hardboard, Primed Hardboard, 
Masonite Dorlux, or Primed Masonite Dorlux. All standard stock sizes are available in a perman- 
ent 10-15000 door inventory. Standard sizes up to and including 4' x 8'; other sizes on request. 

SUGGESTED ON THE JOB HANDLING — Upon arrival on the job, lay flat on at least three stickers, 
keep flat until hung. Keep doors under cover, do not store in wet or freshly plastered buildings, 
and seal faces and all edges with high quality wood sealer. In the case of Harboard or Mason- 
ite faces, seal with heavily pigmented penetrating wood sealer. Trim equally both sides and top 
and bottom if necessary. Maximum trim
